State May Lose - 
Federal Road Aid 


FORT LAUDERDALE — Flor- 
ida is in danger of losing federal 
assistance on road building, of- 
ficials of nine southeastern Florida 
counties were told heré Monday. 

- Elgin Bayless, chairman of the 
state road department, told the 
county afficials that unless the 
seventh cent gasoline tax is spent 
on road work, the basis on which 
federal aid is received may be im 
paired. 

Bayless, on a tour of the state, 
said he hoped to familiarize coun- 
ty officials with the situation and 
arouse sentiment for suppert of a 
constitutional amendment. in No- 
vember. 

The amendnfent would provide 
that the seventh.cent, which now 
goes to the state’s general fund 
the 
state road department and to coun- 
ties. 

Bayless explained that thé fed- 
eral government usually gives aid 
ta those states which use all th2 


Works In Pahokee. 
Nearly Complete 


The waterline extension for the 
Pahoke@ Waterworks system will 
be completed this week giving res- 
idents more adequate service and 
increased water pressure. There 
has been 22,000 feet of 6 and 8 
inch pipe laid, some replaces 2 and 


8 inch Hines and some are new 
lines giving extended service. to 
the city. 


In the new set-up there has been 
16 new fire hydrants installed giv- 
ing move adequate fire protection 
to sections of the city which has 
had little protection up until now. 
There are around 100 outlets on 
the new line which will benefit by 
increased préssure. The contractor 
of the job was Joe Rinnerston of 
Miami. The work. was in charge of 
N. D. Baxter of Miami, superin- 
tendant for the cornpany and R. 
J. Schroder, waterworks superin- 
tendant. 

The expansion program at tho 
water plant is now approximately 
80 per cent completed.-When com-. 
pleted the capacity of the plant 
will be stepped up from 300 gal- 
lons per minute to; 700 gallons per 
minute. 

Some of the improvements and 
additions include a 100,000 gallon 
high lift tank which has been com- 
pleted and is now in operation. 
The tank which is located 2 miles 
east of Pahokee will equalize the 
pressure for out-laying districts. 
The contractor for the new tanks 
was the Chicago Bridge and Irun 
Company. ` 

In the plant two new: filter beds 
have been installed but are not in 
operation yet as the contractor 
has not been able to secure fittings 
for them. A new exceletor or mod- 
ern settling tank is being erected 
and threé concrete block sludg» 
beds have been added. These beds 
have drains underneath and as the 
use of the three beds will be alter- 
nated, they can be drained: and 
cleaned. An addition to the plant 
will house a chemical feeder room 
and storage space, a laboratory, 
an office, a pump house and space 
for the new equipment. 

A new 40-horsepower gasolin2 
motor and pump will be installed 
for emergency purposes. It will be 
a raw water pump and.will be used 
to furnish safe drinking water in 


gasoline tax for road building, bu:

The idea taught in old georgra- 
phies that the peninsula of Flor- 
ida was built on soft coral roc« 
has long since been exploded.

Farming Is Doomed 
On The Muck Unless 
Get Water Control : 


Judgement Day for forming in 
the muck soil of the Everglades is 
foretold in a new booklet’ pub- 
lished by the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station of the University of 
Florida. : 

It tells what kinds of soil there 
are everywhere in Southeast Flor- 
ida, what they are good for, and 
which areas are no good for culti- 
vation. 

The booklet also tells what has 
been done to try to control the 
water in this region, and what ’still 
needs to be done. 

It explains how water levels af- 
fect the soils of the region, espe- 
cially the ‘rich“muck. 

A chart tells the story of what 
has happened to deep peat. near 
Okeelanta, south of Lake Okeecho- 
bee. Before drainage, in 1913, the 
peat there was 11 feet deep. 
Drained and cultivated, the soil 
subsided five feet. Then, in 1942 
pumps were put in-to speed drian- 
age, and the soil subsided another 
18 inches in less than five years. 

' That ‘left only four and a half 
feet of soil.above the rock. 

“In planning reclamation of peat 
lands, the probable rate bsi 
ence should be -considered ` care- 
fully,” the booklet, notes‘
